f Frpm the first issue of this journal up to the 
present writing we have constantly advocated 
“the policy of taxing raw gold leaving this Colony ; 
and during that period—a period of three years, 
Jess a few days—we have never heard a single 

" arguinent of any weight advanced against it. 
Ip faet the only. objection raised at all is the al- 
leged? difficulty in collecting the tax. ‘All admit 
the fairness of it in-its working, and most admit 

_ we unfairness and oppressive character of the 
“present mode of raising the revenue, especially 
” respects the poor man and. the unsuccessfal 
miner, Were it proposed to establish this gold 
tax as an additional source of revenue there 

" mpigtt be some real’ ground of objection. But 
this i not proposed. The position we take is 
that, considering ithe character and circumstan- 
ces of the country and its population, such a tax 
Would be a most fair, equitable aud acceptable 
mode of raising a considerable portion of the 
revenue ; and, believing that the present amount 
of revenue is as large as could be raised in jus- 
ice ‘to the population of the Colony, it is propos 

_ ef to remove and reduce the more obnoxious and 
ipjurious imposts now in existence to an extent 
commensurate with the revenue which may safe- 
ly be calculated to atise from the tax now un- 
der consideration. It surely requires no effort 
on our part to show that at least some of the ex- 
isting imposts are.obnoxious and detrimental to 
e best interests of the Colony. We have shown 
if.) previous articles that so excessive are these 
imposts that before a barrel of flour reaches Lyt- 
ton or Lillooet it is taxed to an amount. exceed. 
ing its. prime cost in Victoria ; we have shown 
that these dues are collected in such a variety of 
ways and places as to render them most -vexa- 
‘tiond to the commerce of the country, and we 
hevé pointed out the fact that they are in some 
stances collected ‘under false pretenses” — 
9 ae for specific purposes and never applied 
to those purposes. . But we have shown more. 
We have clearly demonstrated that the import 
tariff is so framed-as to render this Colony ancil. 
lary jto Vancouver Istand ; and that, in order
